After Assassination of McKinley There 
Were Rigorous Measures Prop osed 
to Bar but All Anarchists—Finally 
Nothing Was Done— Plans to Make 
Washington Prettiest City Go Awry . 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 
Washington, June 10.—[Sp ecial.]—it 
is very easy to get up n furor over al­ 
most any thing that attracts the atten­ 
tion of all the p eop le for a time, but the 
furor docs not last very long. 
Almost 
without effort by their advocates there 
is a dem and for certain kinds of legis­ 
lation. 
but 
oftentimes 
the 
demand 
fades away before the bill can reach 
final consideration. 
Years ago, on account of a case of 
hazing at one of the military institu­ 
tions, a p ublic sentiment was worked 
up to such a p itch that a bill was ac­ 
tually rushed through the house having 
such a drastic character that it is doubt­ 
ful whether the y oung men could have 
stay ed In the institution unless they 
became too good to be officers. 
The 
senate took hold of it, and after debate 
and consideration a very sensible haz­ 
ing law was p assed and one which 
works hard enough on the students. 
Protecting Presidents. 
After McKinley was shot there was 
enough drastic legislation p rop osed to 
shut out of the country every auarchlst 
and give the Socialists a p retty close 
run. 
But it was talked up one side 
and down the other, and finally noth­ 
ing was done. 
Members of congress 
came to the conclusion that if the se­ 
cret service men and the p resident's 
official family could not p rotect him 
drastic laws would not help . 
"If any man wunts to kill me so bad­ 
ly that he will sacrifice his life for the 
p urp ose, neither I nor any law can stop 
him,” wan the remark of Roosevelt 
when some one said that he needed 
greater p rotection. 
And so we go 
along as before, with n few secret serv­ 
ice men alway s near the p resident, 
whose duty it is to see that no strang­ 
ers or cranks get close to him. 
Butchering the Beautiful. 
Those who have money and who 
w ant to make money have succeeded 
in making a farce out of “Beautiful 
Washington." There was a time when 
the national cap ital had p ossibilities of 
becoming the most beautiful city in the 
world, but the day has long p ast. 
Ugly ap artm ent bouses have reared 
their unsightly bulks above the trees, 
remora! of troos from business streets 
has uncovered the cheap and ill look­ 
ing structures which housed p eop le in 
the day s of Clay and Webster. 
Iteul estate sp eculators have had their 
hand in p reventing a substantial growth 
in residential sections. Parks hav e been 
neglected. 
But about the worst has 
been the erection of a hideous p ost- 
office structure beside the fine Union 
railway station and large ap artment 
houses which cut off a view of the 
most ex p ensive and finest bridge in the 
city . 
Removed Stables. 
But all has not been forgotten. 
The 
White House stables, which for a 
quarter of a century — p erhap s twice 
that length of time — have stood in 
front of the state dep artment, afford­ 
ing a view for the dip lomats who call­ 
ed on the secretary of state, hav e been 
removed. 
IIow it ev er hup i>eued has 
not been told, but they have vanished. 
There is still hop e for the “City Beau­ 
tiful." 
An Old Difficulty . 
It develop s that there is still a great 
deal of hesitancy among the p eop le to 
amend the constitution after they have 
been given on op p ortunity .

Also it begins to look as 
if they may not l>e able to get three 
fourths of the states to agree to the 
election •> ' senators by direct vote of 
the p eop le after all the fuss that lias 
been made about that subject.

Mr. Editor: 
On Monday night, June 9, a special 
meeting of the city council was called 
in order to consider an application 
from the Trades & Labor assembly for 
using the public streets for a carnival 
from the 23rd to the 28th of June. 
This privilege, the first of that nature 
ever sought by organized labor, was 
emphatically refused by the five mem­ 
bers of the council at the behest of 
the two members of the park board, 
who claim the exclusive right to make 
use of the public thoroughfare for 
that purpose, perhaps 
by 
"divine 
right.” 
Consequently the assemoiy 
lost a splendid opportunity of clear­ 
ing off the standing debt incurred in 
furnishing the Labor Temple. 
We 
see that we need not look to our 
would-be friends for support, either 
directly or indirectly. 
The Trades Ai l.abor assembly, rep­ 
resenting organized labor 
in 
this 
city, has always been wiling to sup­ 
port any movement for the benefit of 
the whole community at large. 
We 
have always taken an active interest 
in all questions atfecting public wel­ 
fare because we consider ourselves a 
public body as we represent the larg­ 
est percentage of the citizens of this 
city. 
Therefore we claim the same 
consideration as any other body. 
Have we not advertised this city 
and made it known throughout me 
state? 
It is admitted that we have 
the best labor temple in the state, ex­ 
cluding the largest cities. 
We claim 
it to be an intelligent progressive 
body. 
Why then is this discrimin­ 
ation shown? 
We claim 
that 
we 
have accomplished as much, and per­ 
haps more, for 
the 
good 
of 
this 
city than the park board or any other 
body. 
We wonder if this application had 
been from the Boosters club or the 
('ommercial club, would it have been 
treated in like manner? 
We 
feel 
that it would not. 
Is it because we 
are only common working men that, 
on this, and several other occasions, 
we have not received a square deal? 
Its about time we should 'know why. 
In the argument given against our 
request by the two members of the 
park board, neither seemed to justify 
the stand they had taken. 
It was the 
same with the five council men. 
We are accused of cutting prices, 
of butting-in and knocking the park 
Tioard. 
We deny these charges. 
We 
claim we would make more money 
on our proposition than 
the 
park 
board could on theirs. 
We did not 
know that the park board had decid­ 
ed on a carnival, and we do not be­ 
lieve that they ever thought of one. 
It is a fundamental principle of 
organized labor to keep the prices up, 
not to cut them and we act and live 
in accordance with that principle. 
Our reason for stating these facts is 
that the daily paper has ignored this 
matter, and we feel that it should be 
known. 
We Intend to see that it 
shall. 
We don’t expect to be disap-x 
pointed. 
The sentiment among the union 
men is strong and we deprecate the 
opposition that arose and the action 
of the council as a contentious feel­ 
ing in general. 
We presume the two 
members of the park board are elated 
over their glorious victory, in deprav­ 
ing us of the chance to clear our­ 
selves of debt, and how proud the 
five aldermen must feel, having done 
their duty in such an impartial way. 
Mr. Workingman, continue to sup­ 
port, as you must, but remember it is 
more blessed to give than to receive. 
Think it over.
